In a separate letter yesterday 
to Daily editor Patrick Jlac- 
Fadden, Ferro demanded a full 
retraction in print within 48 
hours. 

Ferro signed a sworn statement 
denying the RIN contact and sev- 
eral assertions made In the story, 
which his letter termed "mallei- 
ous and libelous". 

Also scheduled for discussion 
at tonight's Council meeting is 
the question of the distribution 
of handbills in the current Stu- 
dents' Society election campaign. 
During last year's SO election 
compaign, the Council deleted tiie 
electoral by-law prohibiting hand- 
bills, which were distributed for 
the first' time.

In view of the fact that a mal- 
icious and .'libelous iartldis was 
printed in the McGill Dally of 
February i7lh, attacking my 
character and reputation through 
deliberate falsehood, I sincerely 
hope that Council will consider 
appropriate action on my behalf. 

Printed shortly before an elec- 
tion in which 1 will be a. candi- 
date, the article in question has 
sought to identify me as the lead- 
er of the Extreme Right, as anti- 
French Canadian, anti-Semitic 
through association with the RIN, 
and has implicated me in a vari- 
ety of dishonest political deal- 
ings. 

I submit to Council that the 
entire tone and content of this 
article are so absurd as to be a 
disgrace to all those who have 
permitted it to be published, and 
feel justified in demanding a full 
and unqualified apology, in print, 
from the McGill Daily. 

I submit, here enclosed, a 
sworn statement, wldch I have 
signed before a Commissioner of 



the Superior Court, District of 
Montreal, as legal proof of my 
denial of specific accusations 
printed in the Daily article in 
question. 

I further protest to Council the 
allegations made by the McGill 
Daily that I am anti-French, anti- 
Jewish, or a supporter of the Far 
Right, and would appreciate a 
fair hearing and confrontation 
with Mr. MacFadden on these 
issues. 

Finally, I am much distressed 
by this whole matter and earnest- . 
ly hope that Council will decide 
to take a strong hand In order 
to avoid the most distasteful 
•necessity for legal Mlion,' 

STATEMENT 

The following is, the text of the 
statement sworn by Maximilian 
Ferro before Virginia Cameron, 
Commissioner of the Superior 
Court. District of Montreal: 

I, the undersigned, solemnly, 
swear that in direct contradiction 
to statements and allegations 
made about me in the McGill 
Dally of Thursday, February 17th, 
1966: 

1) I have no connection what- 
ever with the Rassemblement 
pour l'Indépendance Nationale,

"I have nothing to say except 
that we had a very constructive 
discussion," Dr. .Robertson report- 
edly said. 

Meanwhile, the Union Générale 
des Etudiants^u Québec has cri- 
ticised tfie'' Premier for "weak- 
ness" in defending the distribu- 
tion of university grants. UGEQ 
said it approved the $0 million 
increase in allotments and Mc- 
Gill's $08,000 share. 

In a telegram to Lesage, the 
UGEQ executive asked that grants 
continue to be dbtributcd in the 
same proportion until Frcncli- 
language universities reach the 
same level as McGill. 

French - language universities 
were inferior to English-language 
institutions, UGEQ said. There 
was no discrimination in the dol- ' 
ing out of grants. 

In the McGill delegation were 
Chancellor Howard L Ross, Dean 
Maxwell Cohen of the Law Facul- 
ty, Dean Nesbitt, a university 
governor, and George Crimson, 
executive assistant to Dr. Robert- 
son. 

Dr. Robertson said the original 
McGill request amounted to an 
increase of nearly $3.5 million 
over last year's total. This was 
cut to $98,000 by a special com- 
mittee in charge of university 
grants and by the government.

Quebec City at his invitation and 
not as a pressure group. He said 
the meeting was "cordial". 

Under the University Invest- 
ments Financing Act, the pro- 
vince has made available $44.5 
million to Quebec's six univer- 
sities, an increase of some $9 
million over last year. 

L'Université de Montréal re< 
ccivcd $16,657,000, an increasa 
of $3 million; Laval received 
$13,268,000, an increase of $3 
million; Sir George Williams Uni- 
versity's share was uppcd by $1.9 
million to $3,009,000. 



Canada Month appears 

Large stacks of a bock issus of Canada Month hit th* 
campus yesterday, as the magazine whose "unromilfing causo 
is personal liberty" sought \o disprove Daily allegations con- 
cerning its relations with Resistance. 



Each copy of, the publication 
contained a mimeographed letter 
addressed to the editor of the 
McGiH Daily. The ietter claim- 
ed that all references except one 
to Canada Month in an article, 
"The Flint-Eyed Heroes", -were 
factually incorrect. 

A stack of the glossy cover ma- ' 
gazin'es that appeared in the 
Union lobby yesterday morning 
was gone by 10 am. 

The inserted letter staled that 
Canada Month, had in fact per- 
mitted Resistance to be printed 
with their equipment. The job 
was done at the "expense" of 



Resistance, but they used tlie 
equipment without charge. 

The letter also denied that 
Canada Month was "Far Rigiil" 
or that it was financed b; 
sources other than "readers an 
adverlisen". . 

Signs r above the give-away co. 
pics read, "As Alis-advertiscd in 
McGill Daily: you've seen th^ 
campus editor's judgement of 
Canada Month. Take away a frea 
sample copy and form your owii 
judgement."

We'll be waiting to see next Monday how 
Dr. Robertson fares In his second confronta- 
tion with the vanguard of the Quiet Revo- 
lution in two days. 

Regardless of who finally milks who, the 
need for o new kind of political realism in 
the upper reaches of Dawson Hall is evident 
from the fact that the issue came to a head 
in the first place. 



The fact is that McGill's present student 
body — where they come from and where 
they go — just doesn't fit In to Premier Le- 
sage's plans for this province. 

It may well be that proportionally McGill 
Is getting screwed as opposed to the French 
speaking universities. It may also be true 
that the Government has not followed the 
guidelines it accepted earlier from an ad- 
visory committee. When you have your hand 



on the purse strings such injustices can be 
borne. 

The point that looms large in Quebec City 
Is the ratio of French degree holders to 
English. The plain old population ratio 
doesn't agree with this one. 

This university has to realize that it Is no 
longer a private institution, in terms of its 
sources of revenue and its responsibility to 
the province as a whole. Just where the 
concessions will come from is hard to say. 
But a few more French names in the stu- 
dent directory wouldn't hurt. On . the stu- 
dent's side, alignment with UGEQ becomes 
an inevitability. 

Operating from a position of weakness 
perhaps, but the more piping the govern- 
ment boys do, the more often they're going 
to want to call the tune. 

One thing the good Premier has to re- 
member is that if he bleeds this place dry 
too slowly, and in terms of 'dollars and 
cents, a potentially great centre of learning 
for a revitalized Quebec will be a slag heap. 
That won't help anybody.

' Our Equipment 

Dear Sir: 

I would not presume to que- 
. ry tile tone or accuracy of most 
of ttie article, 'Tlie Flint-Eyed 
Dcrocs", in your February 17 
issue. But I would lilie the op- 
portunity to correct your refe- 
rences to CANADA MONTH, 
si! but one of wiiicti are fac- 
tually wrong. (You were right 
wlu-n you said "CANADA 
MONTH continues to ap- 
pear . . .") 

You label us "the journal of 
the Far night". As I under- 
M.ind the term "Far Right", it 
is wrongly used about CANA- 
DA MONTH. Fascism carried 
IhnI description; Fascism was a 
sort of nationalistic statism, in 
which a central autocracy ruled 
' over the private lives and the 
private enterprises of the ci- 
tizens. Naziism was described 
ss "Far Itight". Naziism like- 
wise was totalitarian, statist, 
dictatorial; it was also racist. 

But CANADA MONTH is 
deeply and wholly opposed to 

, .totalitarianism, to dictatorship 
and to racism, whether — like 
Fascism and Naziism — it 
comes from the Right or — 
like Communism — from the 
Left. For years our masthcjd 
has carried this statement: 
"Because we believe that the 

■ strongest force for good in the 
world Is the free and respon- 
Eiblo individual CANADA 
MONTH'S unremitting cause is 

' personal liberty, guaranteed by 
responsibility on the part of 
(hose who enjoy it." 

, If this is the cause of the 
Far Right, then CANADA 
MONTH could be called a jour- 
nal of the Far Right. It would 
be truer to say, though, that we 
advocate what 'was once the li- 



beral cause and is now the con- 
servative cause. You do your- 
self and your readers no ser- 
vice by misapplying political 
terms. 

You say that "'Resistance' is 
printed by CANADA MONTH." 
The two issues of "Resistance" 
that we know about were set in 
type and printed by "Resist- 
ance" staff at their own ex- 
pense. They used our equip- 
ment, for which we didn't 
charge them. We have said that 
we will extend the same small 
facilities to any campus group 
that isn't totalitarian or porno- 
graphic, as long as it doesn't 
disturb our production sched- 
ules. 

The financing ot CANADA 
MONTH is not the mystery you 
seem to think it, though some 
people regard it . as a kind ot 
miracle. Our expenditures 
match our revenues, and these 
revenues come, in not quite 
equal proportions, from the 
subscription and newsstand pay- 
ments of our readers and from 
our advertisers. 

You stale that our advertise- 
ments "often come from Ameri- 
can firms, many of them known 
as Goldwatcr supporters." Lite- 
rally speaking, we have never 
had an advertisement from an 
American firm. Wc have Iiad 
ads from Canadian subsidiarirs 
of U.S. firms, but in no such 
case are we aware that the sub- 
sidiary or the parent firm sup- 
ported Goldwater. Not that we 
would object, mind you; we 
have had ads from firms whose 
officers support, all sorts of 
causes. But what you say is not 
true. 

CANi4D>l MONTH is publish- 
ed by Canada Week Limited, 
whose president is Daniel E. 
Woodward (not "C.K. Wood- 
ward", as you state). It Resist- 
ance goes to press bearing slo- 
gans such 'u: To C.K. with 
best wishes from all the boys 
.at Resistance'," as you write, 



the good wishes are not for 
him, or for anyone else I know. 
You describe Woodward as an 
American; he has been a Cana- 
dian resident for most of hii 
life, and took Canadian citizen- 
ship before CANADA MONTH 
ever was launched. 

Wayne Kines (not "Terry 
Kines") was on staff here, but 
cannot be called "an cx-cditor", 
as he was not in the editorial 
department; for all his virtues, 
he never did contribute to edi- 
torial policy or content. 

Our "Campus" column was 
started in December 1964 and 
suspended in January this year. 
Is that, as you state, "limed to 
meet the new leftist activism"? 
Rather, it was an attempt to 
throw a small spotlight on the 
whole range of student affairs. 

To correct the last handful 
of implications in your article, 
let me state flatly that we are 
not financed by the Social Cre- 
dit Party, Moral Re-Armament, 
or Goldwater Republicans. We 
sometimes think it would be 
nice to have some 1)ottomless 
pit of secret funds to draw on, 
but the plain fact is that our 
revenue comes, as I have said, 
from not-at-allsecret readers 
and advertisers. Any mystifica- 
tion about CANADA MONTH is 
in your mind, not in the open- 
ly available facts.
